cu ffed him. While another depu ty filed both cases, there is 
au thentic information that instru ctions to do so came directly 
from District Attorney Holden himself. 
Assistant District Attorney Joel E. Ogle is another mem­ 
ber of the staff exempt from implications of the district at­ 
torney ’s record in criminal cases. Ogle, who is legal advisor 
to the cou nty su pervisors and handles other civil du ties, does 
not participate in criminal trial work.

Control work 
in San Juan Capistrano, E l Toro, 
Laguna Canyon, Costa Mesa and 
W estminster districts, should be 
delayed about ope week or 10 
days a fter work has started else­ 
where, Tubbs advised. 
As the codling moth is one o f 
the worst walnut pests, and trou­ 
blesome infestations are in pros­ 
pect this season, 
Tubbs urged 
prompt action. 
Best treatm ent 
time is ju st a fter peak moth 
emergence and ju st before the 
peak o f egg hatch, he said. 
Spraying with a solution con­ 
taining basic lead arsenate, plus 
spreader, has been shown to be 
the most effective means of cod­ 
ling moth control here, Tubbs 
stated. 
He gave the formula for 
the spray mixture as five pounds 
of basic led arsenate; three to 
four ounces of spreader, casein 
j type; and 100 gallons of water.

NEW SET OF PR OBLEMS IN 
HUMAN ENDURANCE REVEALED 
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(c) 1941—Dial-o-logue. Radiologic—By Tom E. Danson

NEW YORK, May 21.—(Special Register News Serv ice) 
Flying at 30,000 feet, a British ofifcer, speaking by radio 
to the 11 other pilots in his squadron, dropped the pipe-stern 
through which he 
was breathing ox gygen. 
It was at his feet. He saw it# ~ 
there, and finished his instructions 
before bending to recov er it. 
When, 
a 
moment later, 
he 
stretched his arm down to grasp 
the thing, his arm wouldn’t go 
where he wanted. The stem seem­ 
ed to be mov ing around, although 
actually it was unmov ed. 
* 
Mind Co nfused 
His mind was so confused by 
the brief lack of ox ygen that he 
could not recov er the breathing 
tube. 
This incident, recently reported 
to a meeting of American physi­ 
cians, was their introduction to 
a new set of problems in human 
endurance. 
The ox ygen tube was only a 
minor one, easily ex plained. At 
30,000 feet a man can stay con­ 
scious only one to two minutes 
without breathing pure ox ygen. 
But before ev en that brief inter­ 
v al, he like a drunk. 
The serious aspect is that at 
Ihis altitude, fighting pilote meet 
many conditions heretofore almost 
completely unknown. 
The most perfect physical and 
mental specimens 
of manhood 
may fail, while less perfect ones 
don’t 
It is of v ital importance for 
doctors to discov er these differ­ 
ences before the men break down. 
The discov ery is not possible 
yet, unless Germany has found 
the method. Meanwhile, men must 
train 
for months before their 
limits are learned, and the result 
is a real bottleneck in pilots. 
Disco v er Ey e Tro uble 
Some of the handicaps are just 
coming to light. One is aniseikon­ 
ia. That is the eye trouble which 
was brought to light a few years 
ago in a Dartmouth college clinic. 
It mans that the eyes displace 
or distort objects so that they 
are not really where they look to 
be. 
Night blindness has been ag­ 
grav ated for some men by high 
altitudes. There also hav e been

Howev er, the report added, scar­ 
city and high cost of replacement 
cattle has encouraged retention of 
calv es and young stock on ranges. 
This is characteristic, it was said, 
of periods when prices are good 
and feed conditions are fav orable. 
The number cf cattle in com­ 
mercial feed lot? is at seasonal 
lew ebb and replacement demand 
should be particularly good dur­ 
ing May and June.

CURRENCY AND PROS PERITY 
Many of the self-proclaimed studen ts of the 
cause of depressions con ten d that we do n ot have 
full employment because we do n ot have en ough 
curren cy in circulation . 
They thin k our problems would be solved if 
the govern men t would issue curren cy an d credit 
rather than the banks. 
But it takes more than curren cy or credit to 
make prosperity an d a high stan dard of living. It 
would seem that if these people were at all ration ­ 
al, they would give up their idea that depression s 
are due to lack of credit. 
In 19 29 , the money in circulation in the United 
States was $4,459 ,000,000. 
In 39 40, it was $7,- 
8 48 .000,000—or over $3,000,000,000 more than in 
19 29 when we had great prosperity. 
In other 
words, we had about 70 per cen t more money in 
circulation than we did in 19 29 , the prosperous 
year. 
Commercial ban k deposits in 19 29 were $53,- 
000,000,000, in roun d n umbers. In 19 40, they were 
$59 ,000,000,000. 
Total money an d curren cy an d deposits were 
$58 ,000,000,000 
in 19 29 an d 
$6 6 ,000,000,000 in 
19 40. 
And in 19 29 , prices were higher than they were 
in 19 40, ev§ n if there was less money an d less 
credit. The index in 19 29 was 9 5.2; in 19 40, it was 
7 7.5 So money is n ot the pan acea that raises the 
stan dard of living. 
It is true, of course, that a 
money that does n ot fluctuate in purchasin g value 
is importan t but when people do n ot have good 
judgmen t, as to how credit should be used, there 
is no known way so far of havin g money have 
con stan t purchasin g power. 
Rea l Ca u se o f Un emp lo ymen t 
What causes un employmen t is the value of 
differen t kinds of labor becoming out of parity. 
This is caused largely by the belief in collective 
bargain in g—that a few of the people should have 
the right to establish the value of their services 
an d no one else has the right to participate in es­ 
tablishin g these values.

The chamber said ex act figures

MILLION PEOPLE

BANGKOK, May 21 — (UP)— 
One mill noip ersons in Cambo­ 
dia and Laos have become citi­ 
zens of Thailland as a result of 
the 
Franco-Thailand 
p e a ce 
treaty, according 
to 
Thailand 
estimates here. The government 
at Bangk ok has attack ed 
the 
p roblem of bringing these new 
citizens within the 
framework 
of the constitution. 
The ministry of interior p lans 
to establish an “Indo-China Af- 
j fairs Dep artment” to cqrry out 
; the job of administrating 
and 
develop ing the 
new 
territory. 
¡According to authorized quarters 
here, the inhabitants of the ter­ 
ritory returned to Thailand by 
the Tok yo agreement 
will 
re­ 
ceive all the p rivileges granted 
to Thailand citizens under the 
constitution adop ted 
in 
1932. 
These quarters said it is diffi­ 
cult to estimate the number of 
p eop le within the new Thailand 
territories 
because large num­ 
bers of Cambodians and Laos 
have evacuated into French ter­ 
ritory to escap e Thai rule, while 
others have entered 
the 
new 
Thai rule to escap e the French. 
Thailand citizens have had a 
hand in the election of 
minor 
officials for centuries. Villagers 
elect their own chiefs, or Pu- 
yai-ban. The chiefs then choose 
a commune of 
elders 
(Kam- 
nan), to carry out the admin­ 
istration of the villages. 
This 
system is traditional in 
Laos 
and Cambodia, 
also and 
has 
been continued by the French to 
facilitate local government. 
Thailand 
is ’ divided 
into 
changvads (p rovinces) with sub­ 
divisions 
called amp hurs. 
The 
changvad governors and 
arap - 
hur commissioners are ap p oint­ 
ed by the ministry of interior, 
of which at p resent, the Prem­ 
ier 
Major-Gen. 
Luang 
Pibul 
Songgram is head. This system 
insures Bank k ok its 
p lace 
as 
the fountain head of government. 
Chosen By King, People 
The Thailand constitution es­ 
tablished a Parliament, half of 
whose membership is chosen by 
the p eop le directly and the oth­ 
er half by the k ing, or, in the 
p resent case, by the council of 
regency, with the ap p roval 
of 
the government. 
The 
govern­ 
ment, therefore, holds the bal­ 
ance of p ower in 
Parliament. 
Each changvad elects one rep re­ 
sentative, 
or 
one 
for 
each 
200,000 p op ulation. At 
p resent 
there are 98 ap p ointed members 
of Parliament 
and 
an 
equal 
number of elected members.

The sharp business up swing has 
caused all major roads to recall 
furloughed emp loyes. Additional 
emp loyment p rograms are p re p ar- 
economic inS 
io r continued heavy traffic 
burdens. 
Officials agreed that the rail­ 
roads today are in a p osition to 
handle any amount 
of traffic 
necessary to aid the nation's de­ 
fense p rogram without disrup ting 
regular traffic. 
There is no p ossibility of equip ­ 
ment or p ower shortage;

p rop erty is in ex cellent shap e, and 
if a shortage of any k ind should 
be encountered, ex ecutives said, 
it would be a shortage of labor 
in the sk illed trades.

Clement, p resident, rep orted. The 
Pennsylvania has new equip ment 
orders totaling $17,500,000 for the 
p urchase of 4,700 new cars and 
five electric locomotives. 
During 
the p ast two years the road p ur­ 
chased 10,000 freight cars and 338 
locomotives. 
Sa nta Fe Hires 4 ,27 8 
The Santa Fe showed traffic 
volume increase of 13.5 p er cent 
since Jan. 1. 
The road has 16 
locomotives on order, and recently 
p laced in service two 5,400-horse- 
p ower Diesel freight locomotives, 
largest of their k ind in op eration. 
New emp loyes number 4,278, with 
an increase of over $600,000 in 
the p ayroll the first two months 
of this year, Edward J. Engel, 
p resident, announced.
